: notwithſtanding all the moſt carneſt 
ninges , that God by his prophertes did 

ue vnto them . But yet is 1t recorded of 
em.that at the length they turned againe, 
wing vpon the thiph , and acknowledg- 
o that they had committed verie ſhame- 
I thinges. 1f with Ephraim they have fo 
Ted and ſept aſide , pitie it were , but they 
wld be as readie with him to repent and 
me again:eſpecially, (ceing that they have 
eater prouocation nowe , than ever had 
phraim before. The Iewes that put their 
miour to death , and vtiterly renounced 
harſoeuer ſaluation was offered by him, 
id notwithſtanding yeelde from among 
hem verie ſhortly after,three thouſand per- 
ns at once, that diligently inquired of the 
poſtles what they ſhould doe , and imme- 
ixtly therupon were baptiſed likewiſe. And 
t15 Not to be denied , but that many thou- 
andes of theſe alſo are alreadie come in 1 
but yet 1s it pitie ( if it might be amended) 
X 3 that 
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that any one of them all , ſhould 65 
have crucihed the Lorde againe, and 
ſo long before that he doe repent him 
Saint Thomas an Apoſtle himſelfe n 
theleſle doubted very much for a time, 
reurretion of Telus Chriſt : and wot 
no wiſe belceuc the others athrming 
ſame, but ypon veric harde conditions, 
ſuch as agreed not with the nature &f 
reſurretion . For needes would he finde 
badges of mortality,in bis glorifhed and 
mortall bodie : or elſe he rrould in ne 
beleene . Bur when Chr.ſt condiſce 
therero,and tor the time,by ſpeciall dif 
ſation, allowed thoſe badges of his mo 
nature, in his immortall body nowe , r 
ning for the time his woun-les: he qui 
forſooke his vnbeleefe , 204 fFoorthwir 
knowledged him, to be as he was, his 
and God . Thee alſo bele.ue not that 
Goſpell of Chriſt is riſcn ag aine : they 
le it is either manifclt herefie , or at 
= ſome newefangled doftrine : the wv 
ent, Chriſtian, and catholike faith, the; 
in no wiſe thinke that it 1s, The condv's 
alſo that they require,are as harde 2s the 
thers ( for many of them ) ſuch as are 
ſeldome found in the moſt glorious truth 
Chriſt , but commonly haunt the corry 
on of faith , and thoſe beggerlv rudimen 
of the world,the do&rines of me. But w! 
as God hath & diſpoſed and ordere4 
matrer,that they may find it ſufficiently 
neſled by fuch thinges as are in creditc 
chem, Antiquitie,and V nucrſalitic: Fat 
and Counſels + the harder dealing that i 
ſil norwithſtanding to reſt this reſue 
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þ of Chriſt , in the Goſpell reſtored ynto 
,and ſo plentifully as it is confirmed : the 
we 15 it to be wiſhed , that our vnbelee- 
12 Thomaſles alſo would in ſore good 
e take vp, and at length icknowledge 
cir former vnbeljefe , and glorifie God 
this day of his gratious viſitation. Which 
they doe not, but notwithſtanding all 
e callings of God ſtill perſiſt in their own 
\hornnefle againſt rhe worde , or but in 
{ir light cſtimation of it : though therein 
-y may ſo content their owne pleaſure,

be in grieuous thraldome by captiuitie or 
bondage, vnder cruell an1 violent tyrantes, 
is in deede a very grieuous an miſerable e. 
ſtate : .and yet can it beſo hardly beleeue1 of 
theſe , that, to abide ſtill in their palpable 
darkenefle , when now they may haue light 
ynough: and to remaine inthe hlth and fl2. 
ueric of ſinne , from which they may in like 
ſort be delivered , is not (© lothlome and 
gricuous as it?Ate the ſenſes of the outward 
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ſo quicke in the one: and doth the in- 
dio little perceiwe the like in the other?
